COVINA CITY TRUSTEES 


ENDORSE HEALTH DISTRICT 


, At the regular meeting of the city 
trustees Tuesday evening, the notion of 
the Covina chamber of commerce re­ 
garding a plan 4b secure better sanita­ 
tion for this community, was endorsed. 
At the chamber of commerce meeting, 
Dr. J. L. Pomeroy was present and out' 
lined a plan whereby the cities of Co­ 
vina, Glendora, and Azusa could join 
together and cooperate with the county 
in the maintenance of a resident health 
officer, whose duty it would be to keep 
a close watch on all conditions 
that 
would have to do with public health. 


To carry out this plan, which is be­ 
lieved to be essential to thoroughly 
protect the health interests of this lo­ 
cality, it is necessary to have some as­ 
surance from the three cities involved 
of their financial support. A minimum 
estimate of the annual expenso for car­ 
rying on tho work is $3000. It is hoped 
that the county will benr nt least half 
of this expense. The city of Covina is 
in' favor of contributing as much as 
$375 to the cause. Tho other interested 
cities would be expected to contribute 
in n like manner, as well as the sur- 
rounding country that is not in any in­ 
corporation. 


A thorough investigation of the health 
district plan, and the advantages that 
are to bo derived from its formation, 
have convinced the Covina trustees that 
the move is deserving of complete en­ 
dorsement.

During every flood of the labt twenty yeark, I Uavo spent my own 
time and energy on the flooded*banks of our local rivets and N t m u n n , 
joining with the ranchers in attempts to save property and, in some 
instances, the lives of citizens. 


In common-with hundreds of others in this valley, I have worked 
at night in the rain and through the day in the rain, fighting flood- 
water. 
On mmerous occasions I have stood on ruined bridges and 
talked ways and means on'controlling floods with supervisors, ami 
through- all those years the prospect o f getting any adequate method 
of controlling floods did not seem bright. 


I have spent my own time and money representing the locality on 
committees before the board of supervisors. 
Like hundreds of others 
in this valley, T have acquired a knowledge of floods from actual 
experiences. 
In 1914* I helped to recover the bodies of two of our 
people who lost their lives when the Walnut wash overflowed its 
banks. 
, 


I have seen many thousands of dollars worth of the most valuable 
agricultural land in the world swept into the streams and carried to 
the harbors, where this same valuable soil constituted a meuace and 
a nuisance to shipping. 


During these years I have used the columns of my newspaper in 
an effort to bring about some system of flood control, but I have never 
merely satisfied myself with printing articles and editorials. 
I have; 
known from the first that it meant many days and months and years 
of personal work before the supervisors could be brought to a point 
of practically considering the question of flood control. 


NOW W E ARE AT THE CROSSROADS. 
On next Tuesday, 
February 20, the people will be given an opportunity of voting upon 
a flood control project which I believe with all the strength 1 possess 
will adequately cope with our flood conditions on this Pacific coastal 
plain. 


This project h:is been carefully planned by Engineer J. W. Reagan, 
who was recommended to the county by Epes Randolph, the famous 
railroad engineer. 
Mr. Reagan has talked and worked with ranchers 
of the San Gabriel valley and every other portion of tin; county, pains­ 
takingly considering the ideas and plans of the rancher as regards 
the confining of the channels. 
He lias adopted a large amount of the 
plans presented to him by the owners of property, and has made a 
practical, all-embracing project for the consideration of the people. 
The people in every community where work is to be done have sent 
him signed indorsements of the plans. 


The plans call for water and soil conservation—large reservoirs in 
the mountains, check-dams, retardation barrages, establishment of 
official channels through the valleys, the confining and straightening 
of these channels, and the protection of the harbors from silt and 
debris. 
The bonds in the sum of $4,450,000 will run for forty years at 
five per cent—cheap money for a project that the people need badly. 


I do not believe that it is any mon; than natural that I should ask 
the people of the San Gabriel valley to support these bonds to the 
full extent of the registration in the valley. 
Not anywhere in the 
county is the flood situation any better taken care of in this proposed 
bond issue than here along the San Dimas, the Big and Little Dalton, 
and the Walnut washes. 
It may be too much to expect, but there 
should not be a dissenting vote cast at this election anywhere in this 
valley. 


1 promised you last year, at the time of the flood, in an editorial 
in this newspaper, that I would give my time, energy and newspaper 
space to the adoption of a flood control project. 
I have been working 
on that project intensively during the year, and during the past five? 
weeks have been handling the affairs of the publicity committee in an 
attempt to make the desirability of this great project known to all the 
people of the county. 


I personally ask for the support of every voter for this project. 
The time has come to act, and to act in no uncertain fashion.

GERMANS WRECK BOAT 


Arthur Bixby, son of John D. Bixby 
of Covinn, is n news reporter on the 
Star-Bulletin in Honolulu. 
Bixby be­ 
gan his newspaper work on tho Covinn 
Argus when ho was attending 
high 
school, and has workod on several daily 
papers in California, Anally accepting 
his present berth in tho warm isle of 
tho Pacific. 


Bixby has written a. vory interesting 
letter to his father, concerning tho at­ 
tempt of German naval officers on Feb­ 
ruary to destroy some of their war ves- 
sols in tho harbor of Honolulu. 
This 
was immediately after tho withdrawal 
of Ambassador Gerard. 


" T h e "ructions began shortly 
after 
7:no a.m.," said Bixby, "when the offi­ 
cers of tho intornod Gormnn gunboat 
Geier, tied up at Honolulu since the bo- 
ginning of the war, started to ruin the 
boat'a boilors by burning 
them out 
without any wntor in tho tubes. Along 
about 10 o'clock tho superheated boil­ 
ers sot fire to the wooden support of 
tho steel deck, and smoko began pour­ 
ing from tho gunboat. Captain Fostor, 
the harbormaster, turned in an alarm, 
notified tho U. S. naval and military 
authorities, called tho U. S. tug, Navajo, 
and then sat back to watch the excite­ 
ment. 


"There was plenty of it. I got on 
the scene about u minute later. The 
Navajo tried to get a rope aboard the 
burning Gorman, in order to tow her 
out into the stream. Tho Gorman crow 
folded their hands and would not assist, 
telling tho U. S. captain to " g o to hell 
in Gorman." Thoy preferred to stay on 
tho boat and burn with It. 


"Whilo 
tho tug and the gunboat 
woro negotiating, four companies of TJ. 
S. regulars and tho coast artillory corps, 
camped on tho capltol grounds double- 
quick. 


" T h e y 
intrenched thomsolvos along 
the water-front, with loaded rifles and 
machine guns. At this,, tho Germans 
became reasonable, and decided to put 


now guard od by naval 'authorities. 


"Tho IT. S, Inspectors of hulls and 
boilors boarded tho Gorman, and found 
that tho crow had completely ruined her 
machinery and goar. Thoy said 
they 
were "acting under orders." The crow 
of tho Gorman is now under arrest at 
tlio U. S. immigrant station." 


Pruning Demonstration 


Dr. H. 8. Reed of the Riverside Experi­ 
ment Station Conducts Lemon Tree 
Pruning Demonstration on S. Douglas 
Ranch on Valencia Heights—Experi­ 
ment to Continue at Least Two Years. 


About twenty lomon growers were in- 
torestod spectators on Wednesday at 
the pruning demonstration 
conducted 
by Dr. H. S. Reed of the Rivorsido ex­ 
periment station on the young lomon 
grove owned by S. Douglas on Cameron 
and Hollonbeck streots. 
Dr. Roed was 
assisted in his work by Mr. McBride, 
also a membor of the citrus station 
staff. 


A plot of eighty troes was chosen for 
tho work, and four different 
pruning 
methods woro applied to each 
plot. 
None of thoso nro radical plans, but 
aro tho ways of pruning ns advocated 
by Bomo of the most successful lemon 
growers In California. 


Ono idea is to cut back the fruit 
wood rogardless of tho shape of the 
tree. 
Another system involves simply 
trimming the trees to prevent 
limbs 
from crowding or overlapping. 


A system that will be watched with 
Interest by the growers js the heading 
back of the tops. A fourth method is 
the selection of tho now vigorous wood. 
Tho tops uro proposed to bo renewed 
every second year. 


Tills lemon pruning work in Covina 
is more than a demonstration. 
Dr. Rood 
plans to keep the work up for at loast 
tho next two years. Pruning will bo 
dono In tho months of February, May 
and Ootopor. Records of tho Individual 
treses will bo kept as to growth and pro­ 
duction. It is expectod that lomon mon 
In tho vnlloy will bo ablo to got some 
valuable pointers as to lomon culture 
as tho work progresses.

T h e law 
encourages 
people to help themselves when troubled 
with a nuisance, and many nuisances of 
a minor nature should be a b a t e d with­ 
out expense to the county, b y local co­ 
operation. 
Noisome 
smells, 
offensive 
gases, manure piles, filthy refuse of all 
kinds, dead animals, discharge of sew­ 


age, 
hog ranches, insanitary privies and 
cesspools, and pollution of w a t e r arc 
the most commonly reported nuisances. 
M a n y of these should be corrected by 
local 
cooperative 
effort, 
r a t h e r 
than 
criminal 
complaints and legal 
proced­ 


ure. 


The cooperation of the township of­ 
ficers 
will 
b e 
particularly 
valuable 
among the Mexican villages a n d camps. 
M a n y of these places have been in the 
past a real 
danger to public 
health. 
Much improvement has been 
brought 
a b o u t in the past year by tho county 
health office. 
A complete cleanup was 
made in nil camps during the last twelve 
months. 
Unless these 
settlements are 
constantly watched, however, they will 
soon bo as dirty as ever. T h e public is 
requested to cooperate b y w o r k i n g with 
t h e 
local constables, and t h e county 
health office, to m a k e t h i s w o r k efficient 
a n d effective.

FROM JOB TO JOB AROUND 
THE WORLD 


B y Alfred 0. B. Fletcher. 


C H A P T E R XIV. - 


W e were told in Cairo that there w a s 
a colony of resident Americans" in Jeru- 
anleni who frequently entertained trav­ 
elers, and accordingly Richardson and I 
decided to go there. 


W e scrambled out of bed, packed, paid 
our hotel bills, a n d rode a mile to the 
station—all in t h i r t y minutes—and left 
Cairo for Palestine. 
At P o r t Said we 
b o a r d e d a steamer of the Austrian Lloyd 
C o m p a n y a n d took up our quarters in 


Presently we came to a 
madly-rush­ 
ing stream which it seemed impossible 
to ford. 
One of the Bedouin 
drivers 
stripped 
off 
his 
clothes 
a n d 
waded 
through to sound the depth ard 
pick a 
way. 
The water came up to his should­ 
ers. 
After half an h o u r ' s 
deliberation 
we all agreed to t a k e the chance cross­ 
ing. 
Our stage 
w a s the first 
to go 
through. 
The horses at 
first 
refused 
to start, b u t the driver 
finally 
urged 
them in. The water covered their backs 


t h e steerage, along with a dozen F r e n c h and only their heads were above the 
m o n k s a n d others m a k i n g a pilgrimage 
t o t h e Holy City. 
There was one Aus­ 
t r i a n priest on board who h a d a long 
1 rilliant 
r e d b e a r d 
which 
looked 
as 
though it w a s t h e growth of centuries. 
W h e n he s a w m e shaving before 
t h e 
common m i r r o r i n the steerage he w a s 
suddenly seized w i t h a desire to p a r t 
w i t h his immense 
crop of 
" f a c e - f u n ­ 
g u s , ' ' a n d asked me if I would sell him 
m y razor. 
I told him I couldn't, and J 
lie t h e n asked me to lend it to him. 
I 
d i d n ' t very much like the idea of m y 
razor being used t o chop off the b e a r d s 
on s t r a n g e r s ' faces, but, not 
wishing 
t o a p p e a r uncivil, I handed it over. 
H e 
was the reverse of bashful; his next re­ 
quest was t h a t I should assist him. 
M y 
p a r t 
of t h e w o r k was t r i m m i n g 
t h e 
b e a r d 
off 
with 
the scissors 
down 
to 
? point where the razor would be of 
service. 
I think he wanted me t o do 
t h e shaving, but I refused. 
H e did it 
himself a t last, a n d it took him half an 
hour, a t t h e end of which time my razor 
"was ruined. 


I t was b u t a n i g h t ' s journey to Jaffa, 
a m i i n the morning we were off to the 
shore of t h a t little town. 
The sea w a s 
v e r y rough, and we were unable to land. 
Jaffa 
does 
not possess 
wharves, a n d 
t h e captain considered it dangerous for 
t h e passengers t o be taken ashore in 
t h e small n a t i v e boats. 
Wo stood b y 
all day, hoping t h a t the sea would sub­ 
side, b u t evening came and there was 
no change. 
( 


T h e r e w e r e a number of Americans 
Among the first-class passengers—a Cali­ 
f o r n i a j u d g e a n d his wife, a 
Chicago 
m e r c h a n t 
a n d h i s wife, 
a n d 
others. 
"Richardson a n d I , as usual, paid 
n o 
•attention t o t h e steorago limits.* W e 
mingled w i t h t h e 
first-class 
passengers 
-and made 'several 
lasting 
friendships 
•among t h e m . 


All of u s w a n t e d to be in. Jerusalem 
and Bethlehem on Christmas Day. 
I t 
-was now December 
22nd, a n d 
unless 
w e landed somewhere soon w e should 
"be too late. 
T h e captain finally decided 
t o sail for H a i f a , whence we could go 
overland t o Jerusalem. 


All the passengers 
went 
ashore 
at 
H a i f a 
in 
small 
boats provided 
b y 
a 
tourist agency. 
T h e y paid fivo shillings 
each. 
Richardson and 1 stood on the 
deck 
a n d 
bargained 
with 
the 
n a t i v e ! 
"boatmen. 
W e got them bidding a g a i n s t 
one another, a n d one of them 
finally 
rowed the two of us to land for a shil­ 
l i n g . 


There is no railroad from H a i f a 
to 
J e r u s a l e m , a n d t h e only means of get* 
t i n g to t h e H o l y City is t o drive to 
Jaffa, a distance of about seventy miles. 
TTom Jaffa 
we could go b y train 
to 
J e r u s a l e m . 
Richardson a n d I h a d al­ 
w a y s m a d e a point of keeping out of 
t h e hands of tourist agents, b u t hero 
w e were forced to tako a d v a n t a g o of 
t h e i r facilities. 
I t was a case of going 
in one of their stages to Jaffa, a t ten 
dollars each, or not going a t all. 
T h e 
Americans 
were 
full 
of 
enthusiasm 
a b o u t it, a n d Riohardson a n d I caught 
t h e spirit and agreed to go. 


Our little caravan left H a i f a 
about 
noon, winding i t s w a y around the base 
of Mount Carmel, on whose summit is 
a monastery, said to be erected over tho 
oave 
in 
which 
Elijah 
sought 
shelter 
from A h a b . 
I n an hour we wore on the 
coastal plains of Palestine. There are 
no modern highways in the Holy Land. 
1 d o n ' t recall seeing a n y t h i n g that look­ 
ed like a road all the w a y from H a i f a to 
Jaffa. 
W e rode over 
fields, 
up hills, 
a n d through valleys, bumping and jolt­ 
i n g straight across the country. 


T h a t evening we came to a small Jew­ 
i s h 
village 
called 
Zamarine, a 
dozen 
little houses on the top of a hill, and 
t h e whole party put up at an hotel. 


E v e r y o n e was up at two o'clock next 
morning t o m a k e an early s t a r t on the 
fifty-mile 
run into Jaffa. 


W e left Zamarino while i t was still 
dark, and in a h e a v y downpour of rain 
which continued all day. 
The 
plains 
w e r e soaked with water. W h e n we were 
n o t pulling through tho sticky m u d of 
t h e 
fields 
we were b u m p i n g over the 
rocks and boulders of the hillsides. 
I t 
was the worst stage-trip I ever took. 


T h e 
horses h i d hard 
work 
pulling 
t h e heavy coaches 
over 
t h e 
roadless 
Adds*, a n d at last the front wheels of 
one of the wagons sank several feet in 
t h e mud, and the vehicle was securely 
anchored. 
A n o t h e r team w a s hitched 
on, and t h e four horses struggled with 
t h e stage while their drivers whipped 
tbero u p . 
One horse after a n o t h e r fell 
i n the slippery mud, but t h e 
vehicle 
refuted 
t o move. 
N o t until a 
third 


surface. 
W e landed safely, after much 
bumping a n d shouting, and the second 
stage also got across. I n mid-stream one 
of the horses of the third coach lost his 
footing a n d fell. 
H e was completely 
submerged for a moment, b u t regained 
his feet, and the Btage landed 
safely 
on t h e other side'. 
All t h e ten teams 
got 
across 
without 
mishap, 
a n d 
wo 
thought ourselves v e r y lucky, for the 
stream was treacherous. 
T w o English 
men 
were drowned 
at this place the 
next day. 


About nine in t h e evening the lights 
of Jaffa became visible in the distance, 
and we were soon on the road 
which 
led into tho town, arriving just before 
midnight. 
I t was a tired crowd 
that 
blew into Jaffa t h a t night, and I doubt 
if the little K a m i t z Hotel ever lodged 
a sounder set of sleepers. 


T h e train from Jaffa to Jerusalem is 
an ancient-looking affair, a n d winds its' 
way 
along 
through 
hillside 
ornngo 
groves a n d plains sprinkled with graz 
ing sheop. 
Tho country about Jaffa is 
the only beautiful portion of Pnlestino 
t h a t 
we saw. 
W e crossed 
the 
Plain 
of Sharon, where t h e Crusaders fought 
we passed Timnath, where Samson set 
fire to the P h i l i s t i n e s ' corn, a n d we Baw 
the Valley of Ajalon, where J o s h u a com 
m a n d e d the moon t o s t a n d still. 
W e 
arrived in the Holy/City a t one o'clock 
on the afternoon of Christmas Day. 


" D r i v e us t o the American C o l o n y , " 
said 
Richardson 
t o a 
cabman. 
W e 
passed outside the walls of Jerusalem, 
and in ten minutes were a t t h e entrance 
of a large two-story stone building. The 
do;or 
opened, 
a n d 
before 
w e h a d 
a 
chance t o , s a y a w o r d w e w e r e greeted 
most cordially b y a mid/lle-aged man. 
H e a t once recognized us a s Americans, 
a n d invited us in. 


Fifteen minutos' after our arrival in 
Jerusalem Richardson a n d I sat down, 
w i t h one hundred 
a n d 
t w e n t y 
other 
Americans, t o one of tho finest Christ­ 
mas dinnerfa a n y t w o human beings over 
ate. 
There w a s everytlting served t h a t 
could grace a Christmas table. 
Turkey, 
cranborry sauce, plum pudding, 
mince 
and 
pumpkin 
pics, nuts, raisins, and 
c a n d y wore placed beforo us in quanti­ 
ties 
t h a t 
bewildered 
us. 
E v e r y t h i n g 
was deliciously cooked; w e thought we 
veere in America—or heaven. 
Richard­ 
son and I were so h u n g r y t h a t wo fell 
upon this grand feast like two men who 
had nevor seen food before. 
Wo had, 
in fact, to put on t h e braketi for foar 
of disgracing ourselves at our very 
first 
meal. 


The American Colony originally con­ 
sisted of a number of people w h o came 
to Jerusalem to be present at tho Second 
Coming of Christ, which t h e y believed 
was soon to tako place. 
As time went 
on t h e little colony expanded, and their 
plans became moro settled. 
The idea 
of t h e Second Coming was given up, 
and the colonists intermarried a n d ro- 
solved to live the lifo of the original 
Christians a t the seat of the foundation 
of Christianity. 
Through tho years tho 
colony grew, by tho b i r t h of children 
and additions from 
the outside, 
until 
it numbered, at t h e time of our visit, 
about one hundred and t w e n t y 
people. 


There is not a finer group of people 
in the world. 
They are among the most 
hospitable w e have 
ever met. 
E v e r y 
one of them, from tho babes in arms 
to the fine old men, was an excellent 
typo of American manhood and woman­ 
hood. 
They are known far and wide in 
the Near East, and are spoken of every­ 
where in the highest terms. 


T h e entire colony lives as one com­ 
m u n i t y in a group of substantial build­ 
ings. 
There is a common purse and a 
common table. 
T h e whole 
institution 
is thoroughly systematized and very ef­ 
ficient. 
E a c h member of the housohold 
h a s his or her special duties to perform. 
Pome of the women 
look 
after 
the 
kitchen and dining-room; others 
work 
in the bakery, a n d a number t a k e eare 
of the bedrooms. 
There is a school to 
which all the children aro sent for daily 
instruction. 
The men devote most of 
their 
time t o a curio and 
photograph 
store conducted b y the colony in the 
business section of Jerusalem. 


This was the home Richardson and I 
found, and there w e spent two of the 
most interesting a n d enjoyable 
weeks 
of our lives. 
The hospitality and kind­ 
ness of the members of the American 
colony will remain in our memories for 
ever. 


On 
Christmas 
afternoon 
Richardson 
a n d I walked to Bethlehem, a distance 
of six miles. 
I t w a s bitterly cold, and 
a h a r d wind wao blowing, 
On leaving 


team was hitched on was the coach Jerusalem we decended into the Valley 
«xtricated fTom tho mud-hole. 
of Gihon, where w e saw the tomb of 


Rachel, erected over tho place of her 
death, and which is revered by Chris­ 
tians and Moslems as well as Jews. 


Bethlehem is a hillside town of eight 
thousand 
people; its houses are built 
of stone and mud, and are huddled close 
together. 
The cobbled streets arc steep 
and narrow, and there arc m a n y small 
markets. 
W e went to the Church of 
the N a t i v i t y , the moat interesting plnce 
in the village. 
I t is a line building, b u t 
poorly kept. 
I t contains four rows of 
marble columns, some of the stones of 
which are said to have once formed 
a 
part of tho Temple of Jerusalem. 
T h e 
roof is of beams of rough from Leban­ 
on. "Tho nave is tho oldest 
monument 
cf Christian architecture in the world— 
the solo remaining portion of the grand 
baqcilica erected b y the Empress Helena 
in 327 A. D. 
In tho grotto or Chapel 
of t h e N a t i v i t y a silver star in the pave­ 
ment m a r k s the spot where Christ w a s 
born. 
Fifteen 
silver 
lamps are 
kept 
perpetually b u r n i n g in this chapel. 


The Church of the N a t i v i t y is under 
the control of the Turkish government. 
The edifice has been turned over to t h e 
Greek church, which has the main altar, 
to^the Armenians and Corpts, who h a v e 
a side altar, and to the Latins—as t h e 
Roman Catholics are k n o w n — w h o h a v e 
built 
and addition to tho church 
for 
their several altars. 
This is a 
unique 
prrangoment—three 
churches 
in 
t h e 
same building. 
T h e grotto, or N a t i v i t y 
Chapel, is also divided among the three 
bodies. 


M a n y 
people 
are 
disappointed 
in 
Jerusalem. 
They expect to find a mod­ 
ern city with large hotels, electric lights, 
telephones, 
and 
every 
convenience. 
Their ideals are harshly shattered when 
they find themselves in an 
unsanitary, 
backward, 
and poorly-kept 
town. 
I t 
has a population of about eighty thou­ 
sand people, made up of J e w s , Bedouins, 
and 
peasants from tho countries 
t h a t 
border on the Mediterranean. 
The holy 
places are not kept clean, the interior 
decorations of the ehurchoH are tawdry, 
and 
Turkish soldiers nre stationed 
in 
tho buildings to preserve order 
among 
the various sects of Christians. 
These 
are not nttraotive features. 


Our Chicago friend was one of tho 
disappointed ones. 
H o w e n t to J e r u 
salcm expecting too much. 
I 
supposo 
he t h o u g h t he would find streets of gold 
studded with jewels, and every h u m a n 
being either an angel or a saint. 
A p 
parently he confused the old Jerusalem 
w i t h the new. H e was a staunch Roman 
Catholic, and his disappointment 
w a s 
very keen. 


Richardson and I made tho. rounds 
of tho many sacred,spots and shrines; 
but tho city itself, the people, and tlieir 
customs interested us most. 
There aro 
no wheeled vehicles in the walled city 
of Jerusalem; in fact, thero aro none 
in the whole of Palestine with the ex 
ception of a few cabs about tho station 
in Jerusalem. 
All freight is carried on 
the backs of camels or donkoys. 
Tho 
narrow streets of tho,city, often 
roofed 
over 
like 
tunnels, 
aro sometimes 
an 
endlcBs chain of donkeys currying heavy 
loads of grain or other provisions. Thcso 
thoroughfares 
aro so narrow 
that 
we 
frequently h a d to step into the cave 
like shops to let a donkey pass. 
These 
tunnelled streets look like large comon 
water-pipes. 
At intervals 
of 
a 
few 
yards there arc openings or skylight 
through • which tho sun casts its rays 
and fresh air circulates.

Bethel, the scene of many events re­ 
corded in the Old Testament, stood be­ 
fore us on a hill, surrounded by cactus 
and stones, and is inhabited by a lot of 
poor unfortunates who have sore eyes 
and are filthy and ignorant.

received us with 
sickly-sounding bbarks, and the simple 
people congregated and shouted " B a k ­ 
sheesh."

Our destination for the first night was 
Nnblus, the ancient

cno time capital of Palestine.

erated spots in tho Holy Land, nnd in 
f e w minutes wero in tho town, an 
enterprising community of J e w s , Mos­ 
lems, and a handful of Christians.

ere met at the city gates b y tho usual 
reception 
committee 
of 
b a r k i n g 
and 
snapping dogs and a scoro of Moslem 
youngsters, who greeted us with a vol­ 
ley of rocks. 
To be recipient of a rapid 
re of stones from the skilful h a n d s of 
youths who indulge daily in tho pas- 
ime 
w a s ' a n y t h i n g 
b u t 
comfortable! 
One lad planted a huge board with all 
is might across tho tail of m y horse, 
and this sudden and violent stroke, to­ 
gether 
with the hailstorm of pebbles, 
galvanized tho animal into unexpected 
ife, and we rapidly loft our tormentors 
behind. 


W e rode up to a French 
monnstery 
belonging 
to the 
Lntin 
Church, 
nnd 
there we put up for the night. 
Rich­ 
ardson nnd I sat at t h e long 
dining- 
table with a dozen monks, ntf a simple 
ut good meal, nnd d r a n k our share of 
wine. 
I t wnB almost impossible to get 
these old gentlemen to speak, and out- 
dinner was as silent as a religious cere­ 
mony. 
Our bedroom, however, was ns 
nicely furnished and comfortable us in 
an American home, nnd we slept 
well. 


We made an early .start in the niorn- 
ng, and soon caiuo to Samaria, now no­ 
thing b u t a 
small, d i r t y 
village 
sur­ 
rounded by a enctus hedge and half in 
ruins. 
Reaching tho summit of a hill 
we saw beforo us the P l a i n of Esdraelnn 
w i t h tho mountains of T a b o r and Car­ 
mel standing out in tho distance

Conservation

voirs and check dams are to be built, in 
the mountains to take care of the peak 
of the flood when the storm is at its 
height. Nobody is claiming that all the 
water is to be kept in the mountains.

To a certain extent, military training 
in the high school is a good thing. But 
the people must not run away with the 
idea that it will materially assist in the 
defense of the country. 


During the past week literature has 
been circulated throughout the United 
States, urging that high school students 
be trained in the manual of arms. Such 
a course would be of value to the stu­ 
dents from the standpoint of physical 
setting up, and would teach them the 
rudiments of military movements. 
But 
there is only one method of establish­ 
ing a real and potent first line of de­ 
fense 
in 
this 
country, 
and 
that 
is 
through universal military service. 


We have not arrived 
at the point 
where a good and serviceable universal 
service law is ready for enactment as 
yet, but it will undoubtedly come. The 
fact that ignorant congressmen are try­ 
ing to introduce bills along this line is 
an almost unbearable irritation to men 
who havo spent their lives in a study 
of national defense, and the meddlesome 
egotism of these so-called law-makers 
will proj/ably postpone the time inde­ 
finitely 
when this country may feel 
HI* 
cure in the establishment of a great 
citizen army. But a country 
founded 
on an hypothetical 
democracy 
moves 
slowly in all legislation for progress. 
Universal 
military 
service 
can 
bo 
brought about, but there is no doubt 
but that the law upon which it is based 
will go through a number of years of 
criticism, revision and liberal pruning.

k n o w the i n d u s t r y a n d all t h e condi­ 
tions surrounding it, d o not hesitate to 
s a y t h a t there is no such t h i n g a s an 
absolutely frostless district where cit­ 
rus fruits a r e planted i n California, b u t 
there a r e m a n y localities, like Covina, 
where t h e amount of frosted 
fruit is 
so small d uring normal years t h a t it is 
negligible. 
Such a freeze as t h a t of 
1913 of course included all localities of 
the s t a t e .

marked d r y i n g in 20 per cent or more 
of the exposed pulp, in 15 per cent of 
the contents of t h e package. T h e fruit 
m a y h a v e been frozen in transit. Under 
the law, a c a r of fruit m a y be frozen to 
t h e extent of 14 p e r cent and pass un­ 
harmed and evidently w i t h t h e O. K . 
of the United 
S t a t e s D e p a r t m e n t of 
Agriculture and t h e state of California. 


"With so much frozen fruit this has 
been a good y e a r for w h a t has been 
known a s t h e t r a m p car business. T h e 
eastern dealer a n d j o b b e r w h o desires 
to protect himself, will; under the pres­ 
ent conditions, m a k e a very 
thorough 
inspection' of t h e c a r of California or- 
angeB before he buys it. T h e speculator 
who deals in frosted fruit 
deliberately 
and knows w h a t h e is doing, expects to 
get bumped, b u t t h e dealer or jobber 
who desires 
first-class 
California 
fruit, 
with plenty of juice, w a n t s to know 
w h a t he is buying. 
This h a s been a 
year which proves t h a t t h e t r a m p car 
business a s advocated a n d practiced b y 
the Exchange, is a good system. 
There 
h a v e been few cash buyers in Califor­ 
nia this season a n d shippers who are 
a t t e m p t i n g to do a strictly cash busi­ 
ness f.o.b. t h e coast, are finding it dif­ 
ficult 
to t a k e on n e w business. 


The tramp car business in this, t h e 
most unusual winter probably in the 
history of the. state, h a s been the pro­ 
per method, o f . selling 
citrus 
fruits, 
from the buyers', standpoint and also 
from the growers. A grower who delib­ 
erately sells oranges unfit for human 
consumption 
hurts 
himself 
probably 
more than any other one connected w i t h 
t h e deal, because h i s loss is the great­ 
est. 


The question of weeding out good 
oranges 
from 
t h e b a d is a 
difficult 
question a t i t s b e s t ; 
soil 
conditions, 
orchard conditions are different. 
Even 
fruit on t h e tree m a y b e frosted 
more 
on the- outside of t h e tree t h a n t h e in 
side a n d more on t h e north side than 
the south side. 
Some allowance 
must 
be made for difficult conditions in sep 
a r a t i n g t h e good from t h e b a d .

In 1915 t h e California state legisla­ 
ture passed w h a t w a s commonly called 
" t h e 
Citrus Frost A c t , " which 
con­ 
tains practically the same clause pro­ 
hibiting t h e shipment of frosted 
fruit 
as outlined in the P u r e Food and D m g 
Decision, 
N o . 152. This 
state law, 
known a s Senate Bill 6*58, reads as fol­ 
lows: 


Section 1, I t is unlawful for a n y 
person, firm or corporation to ship, 
offer for shipment, sell or offer for 
sale citrus fruits in boxes or in 
bulk, if t h e contents of a n y pack­ 
age, or if the fruit in bulk 
con­ 
tains 15 per cent or more of citrus 
fruits which on a, transverse sec­ 
tion through the center, shows a 
m a r k e d drying in 20 per cent or 
more of t h e exposed pulp. 


Sec. 2. I t shall be t h e duty of the 
commissioner 
of horticulture and 
his deputies to enforce t h e provis­ 
ions of this net a n d b r i n g to t h e 
notice of the proper authorities a n y 
violation thereof. T h e commission­ 
er a n d h i s deputies shall have full 
power to enter a n y place 
where • 
oranges, lemons, or grapefruit aro 
grown, picked, packed, shippod or 
offered 
for shipment, sold or of­ 
fered for sale, to inspect such place 
or a n y p a r t thereof. 


Sec. 3. Any person, firm or cor­ 
poration violating a n y provision of 
this a c t is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Owing to the fact t h a t tho law w a s 
not specific as to whether or not the 
county commissioners a n d their deputies 
have power to enforce its provision, a 
ruling w a s obtained from t h e attorney 
general b y the stato commissioner of 
horticulture, C. H. Hecke. T h e a t t o r n e y 
general states, in a letter to Mr. Hecke 
as follows: 


" F r o m tho evident object of tho . 
legislation nnd tho n a t u r e of the 
duties imposed and powers confer­ 
red w i t h relation thereto, it would 
appear t h a t the object Would bo 
best accomplished b y holding t h a t 
these 
duties 
a n d powers 
extend 
to both the state commissioner of 
horticulture and the several county 
commissioners. Thus, the act would 
be enforced by t h e , several county : 
horticultural 
commissioners 
and 
their deputies in their respective 
counties, and by the state horticul­ 
t u r a l commissioner a n d his depu­ 
ties 
throughout the entire 
state. 
Tho s t a t e commissioner a n d his de­ 
puties would, of course, rely upon 
t h e 
county 
commissioner a n d his 
deputies to t a k e t h e proper action 
is t h e first instance, nnd would act, 
in t h e event t h a t tho latter did not 
n e t . "

conclusion 
Hecko 
writes, 
" S i n c e there h a s been some hesi­ 
t a n c y on t h e part of certain coun­ 
t y 
horticultural 
commissioners in 
enforcing tho a c t because of tho 
ambiguous wording, this 
informa­ 
tion is sent to you in order t h a t tho 
law m a y be enforced b y you if 
such 
enforcement

sary i n your c o u n t y . "

placed in tho hands of tho flood control 
publicity committeo for publication: 


It is an unfortunate fact that 
the 
great 
floods 
of 
Southern 
California, 
which come on arr%voragc of every two 
years, occur at just the time when the 
Washington navel and other winter or- 
nnges are being packed anil shipped to 
market. The tie-up of all railroads lead­ 
ing out of Southern California for the 
east sometimes last for ten days to two 
weeks. All frujt in the packing houses 
at that time must wait, which means 
considerable deterioration for this high­ 
ly perishable fruit. 
It means tlint all 
cars on track in California must wait 
until roadbeds are again in condition. 
This causes a serious derangement of 
marketing plans at a time when 
the 
market is goncrally in a most receptive 
condition. Following the tio-up there is 
a danger of too much fruit being rushed 
into market by all citrus shipping con­ 
cerns. 


Floods of the gravity of 1914, nnd 
even that of 1910, do not have to occur 
often to cost the citrus industry alone 
through lost opportunities in marketing, 
a sum approaching the whole amount of 
the proposed bond issue. 
I am 
not 
dwelling on the frightful 
loss to the 
rancher because of the washing away 
of his acreage, although I nm painfully 
familiar with the amount of these loss­ 
es. 
But I know that the complete loss 
of a part of the ranchers' 
holdings 
means the impoverishment 
of the re­ 
mainder, for in the majority of cases a 
rancher who has suffered 
badly 
from 
htorin damage finds himself crippled for 
funds with which to keep his ranch up 
to the proper producing efficiency. 


1 believe with all my strength that 
1 would be remiss in my obligations to 
the citrus growers of this county if 1 
did not make as strong an expression as 
lies within my power in favor of the 
proposed flood control bond issue. 
1 
believe it to be an adequate beiuulng 
which will mean, through steady main­ 
tenance and improvement, the solution 
of the dangerous flood conditions of this 
Pacific coastal plain.

Problem" is the title of a new course 
of Btudv in economics introduced this 
year in the Iowa state college—a course 
largely the outgrowth of student de­ 
mand, interest in the question of prohi­ 
bition having grown so keen during the 
past two years that many of the stu­ 
dents have studied it voluntarily and 
without credit.

sities and colleges offer courses in this 
study for which curriculum credit is 
allowed.

soul perhaps his only opportunity for a 
normal childhood.

SAN DIMAS RESERVOIR 


WILL NOT BE DANGEROUS 


Practically the only opposition to the 
voting of the flood control bonds in this 
valley has boen brought a'bout because 
some are inclined to believe that the - 
building of a large dam in the San Di­ 
mes canyon will endanger lives and 
property i n *aae it should break at awe 
time. 


The idea is not based on a knowledge 
of the engineering to be utilized. It is 
to be a reservoir ^ I h ^ p o u n d i n g of 
water, such as wquld be thp case if it 
were built for irrigation or for domestic 
purposes. 
It is built to bold back a 
certain amount of the water at flood 
time, and immediately after each storm 
is emptied. 
The water is allowed to 
flow slowly from the reservoir and per­ 
colate into the ground. It would not 
serve its purpose at all if it were kept 
filled with water.
